In  my  report  for  next  year  the  alterations  and  additions 
will  be  fully  dealt  with. 

The  most  important  medical  alterations  will  be  :  — 

(а)  Inspection  of  Secondary  and  Continuation  School 

children. 

(б)  Closure  of  the  Ringworm  School  and  use  of 
“X-Rays”  for  Ringworm. 

(c)  The  provision  of  an  Open-air  School. 

(d)  More  stringent  Bye-laws  as  regards  employment 

of  children. 

(e)  Extension  of  School  age.

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As  three  age  groups  have  to  be  examined  each  year, 
and  the  usual  School  life  is  from  5  to  14,  about  one- third 
of  the  children  are  examined  in  the  yearly  routine  inspections. 
In  1919,  28,4  per  cent.,  or  including  specials,  32.3  per 
cent,  were  examined. 

The  children  of  St.  Saviour’s  School  are  examined  at 
the  Town  Hall.  The  Holy  Trinity  School  children  are 
examined  in  the  Church  Room.  Wherever  possible  the 
children  are  examined  in  the  School. 

Parents  attended  at  the  inspections  as  follows  : — 

Entrants — 

Boys. — In  64.1%  of  cases  parents  were  present. 

Girls. — In  63.8%  of  cases  parents  were  present. 

Intermediate  Group — 

Boys.— In  38.3%  of  cases  parents  were  present. 

Girls. — In  46.9%  of  cases  parents  were  present. 

Leavers — 

Boys. — In  20.4%  of  cases  parents  were  present. 

Girls. — In  43.3%  of  cases  parents  were  present. 

The  following  tables  indicate  the  uncleanliness  found 
at  the  routine  examinations.  The  fact  that  notice  is 
given  to  parents  makes  the  tables  insufficient  indications  as 
to  the  exact  extent  of  want  of  cleanliness.

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NOTES  ON  DEFECTS. 

The  most  extensive  group  of  defects  is  that  of  the 
nose  and  throat,  especially  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Where  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  allowed  to> 
remain,  not  only  are  catarrhs  and  other  inflammations  in 
and  about  the  ear,  throat  and  nose  particular!}/  liable  ta 
occur,  but  the  general  state  of  health  and  ability  to  learn 
are  affected. 

Uncleanliness,  especially  of  the  head,  is  the  next  largest 
group.  Even  after  notice  of  examination,  4%  of  the  boys 
and  26.8%  of  the  girls  were  found  to  have  nits,  indicating 
recent  verminous  condition.  Re-infection  at  home 
invalidates  the  cleansing  through  the  efforts  of  the  School 
Authorities. 

i 

Defects  of  vision  are  common,  and.  have  a  special 
Clinic. 

An  unsatisfactory  group  is  that  of  Malnutrition,  and 
if  another  group  is  added,  viz.,  Anaemia,  the  Authority  will 
see  why  there  is  a  need  for  the  Open-air  School  that  is 
contemplated. 

Dental  and  other  defects  are  dealt  with  in  separate 
sections. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  no  cases  of 
Rickets.

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DULL  AND  BACKWARD  CHILDREN. 

The  Head  Teachers  of  seventeen  Schools  reported  to 
me  on  their  backward  children,  taking  age  and  standard 
as  their  criteria. 

Of  3,685  children,  viz.,  those  in  senior  Schools  at  the 
time,  the  result  of  the  enquiry  was  as  follows  : — 

Backward  one  year,  471  or  13%. 

Backward  two  years,  87,  or  2|%. 

Backward  over  two  years,  11. 

More  girls  were  dull  or  backward  than  boys,  but  only 
to  a  slight  extent. 

In  my  report  for  1920  I  hope  to  include  a  closer  analysis 
of  backward  children,  and  to  analyse  the  cause  of  the 
backwardness  where  it  is  possible  to  ascertain  the  same.

Of  the  102  children  with  118  defects  who  escaped  treat¬ 
ment  there  were  90  refusals,  including  60  adenoid  cases, 
14  cases  of  defective  vision,  7  of  defective  hearing  and  9 
others.  Twenty-seven  children  had  left  the  Town  before 
treatment,  and  one  had  left  School. 
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CLINICS. 

The  natural  sequence  of  medical  inspection  is  treatment 
of  the  defects  found,  and  provision  for  this  has  been  fully 
made. 

The  parents  are  referred  to  their  own  medical  attendants 
in  the  ordinary  way,  but  there  are  numerous  conditions, 
minor  ailments  especially,  which  would  escape  attention 
unless  the  Authority  arranged  for  official  attention. 

The  various  Clinics  established  by  the  Authority 
include  : — 

1.  A  Minor  Ailments  Clinic.  Town  Hall.  Mornings  at 

9,  except  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

2.  Ophthalmic  Clinic  ;  mainly  for  Refractions.  Town 

Hall.  An  afternoon,  usually  about  once  a  month, 
when  sufficient  cases,  i.e.,  about  15,  have  accumu¬ 
lated. 

3.  Throat  and  Nose  Clinic.  Adenoid  operations  at  the 

Princess  Alice  Memorial  Hospital  on  Thursdays  at 
10  a.m.  when  eight  cases  have  accumulated. 

4.  Examination  Clinic.  Town  Hall.  Tuesday  after¬ 

noons.  For  the  further  examination  of  special 
cases  and  cases  referred  from  routine  inspections. 
This  includes  backward  children. 

5.  Dental  Clinic.  Town  Hall.  Tuesday  and  Thursday 

forenoons. 

6.  Tuberculosis  and  Malnutrition  Clinic.  Town  Hall.

OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC. 

Medical  Officer  :  Mr.  A.  Hallidie,  F.R.C.S. 

During  1919,  12  Ophthalmic  Clinics  were  held.  There 
were  172  children  examined,  and  of  these,  45  were  re¬ 
examinations. 

In  94  cases  spectacles  were  prescribed  for  constant  use, 
and  in  39  for  use  when  reading.  In  29  cases  no  spectacles 
were  necessary.  In  the  remaining  10  cases  of  defect,  two 
children  were  recommended  for  a  School  for  the  blind, 
one  for  an  operation,  and  for  the  other  seven  no  alteration 
of  treatment  was  necessary. 
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In  the  cases  of  34  other  children,  who  had  ophthalmic 
defect,  five  attended  at  the  dispensary,  and  five  were  attended 
to  privately,  13  refused  treatment,  and  11  had  left  the  town.

At  this  Clinic  Tuberculosis  Contacts  and  Malnutrition

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

Twelve  children  were  specially  examined,  viz.,  six  boys 
and  six  girls. 

Eight  were  found  suitable  for  the  Special  School. 

One  is  being  tried  there. 

One,  a  moral  defective,  is  retained  at  an  ordinary 
School. 

One  was  allowed  to  remain  at  an  ordinary  School. 

One,  though  fit  for  the  Special  School  mentally,  was  too 
delicate  physically. 

SCABIES. 

At  the  Children’s  Cleansing  Station  the  attendant  gave 
575  baths  and  treatment. 

RINGWORM. 

At  the  beginning  of  1919  there  were  59  cases  in  44 
families,  25  boys  and  34  girls  (7  boys  and  4  girls  under 
school  age). 
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Cured  during  year,  51  cases,  30  boys  and  21  girls 
(2  boys  and  1  girl  under  school  age). 

Left  town  during  year,  7  cases,  all  girls. 

Fresh  cases  during  year,  35  cases  in  29  families,  17  boys 
and  18  girls  (2  boys  under  school  age). 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  36  cases  in  29  families,  12  boys 
and  24  girls  (3  boys  and  1  girl  under  school  age).
